PRMORIA, Ill., Oct. 24.—Juan Garcia, 
Cuban, 
himself near the river above the city. Miss 
Mahoney died instantly, while he lived for 
several hours, but died without making any 
Statement. 

Garcia came to Peoria about six months 
ago and found employment as fireman of 
a switch engine in the Rock Island yards 
here. He began paying attentions to Miss 
Mahoney almost immediately upon his ar- 
rival in the city, and recently expressed a 
Gesire to marry her. The parents of the 
girl refused to give their consent. Garcia 
continued to visit the home and last night 
about § o’clock they went out for a walk. 

Not returning at a late hour, the parents 
became alarmed, but were unable to find 
any trace of them until this morning, when 
their bodies were found by men passing to 
work along that road. 

The girl was dead, shot three times 
through the neck and body with a heavy 
revolver. 

Garcia lay not far from the body of the 
girl with a bullet through his head and the 
revolver lying near his hand. He lived 
about two hours after he was found, but

Garcia was 27 years of age, born in Cuba 
and came here from New Mexico.

Naturally, being as 
yet barely colonized. the disproport:on of 
races is enormous. In Rhodesia there arc 
over 1,000,000 natives and fewer than 5000 
whites. At the same time it may safely be 
taken for granted that it is to this por- 
tion of the continent that the tide of emi- 
gration will set during the next year. In 
British Central Africa there are 800,000 na- 
tives and 500 whites. This huge tract of 
country, although under British influence, 
will take many years to colonize, and is

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The seating of 
Matthew 8. Quay will be antagonized by 
many Republicans in the Senate. Those who 
are opposed to recognizing the appointing 
power of Gov. Stone will base their action 
on precedents, some of which Mr. Quay as- 
sisted in establishing. 

Senator Burrows of Michigan, a member 
of the Committee on Privileges and Blec- 
tions, which wiil pass on Quay’s right to 
a seat, arrived here to-day. Senator Bur- 
rows said: 


“The case of ex-Senator Quay is rallel 
to that presented by Corbett of Brenea. 
which the Senate decided adversely. I am 
surprised that Senator Quay should at- 
tempt to get a seat in the nate ‘n the 
face of the Corbett precedent. I intend to 
vote against seating him and to speak 
against it if necessary. To seat Quay would 
make a bad precedent. An unscrupulous 
man failing to command votes enough in 
the Legislature could conspire with others 
to deadlock it and prevent a choice, and if 
he stood in with the Governor could se- 
cure the appointment and be seated ‘n face 
of an adverse popular sentiment. I con- 
sider the case of Quay fraught with great 
danger.

BACKED BY SUGAR INTEREST. 


FARMERS’ ALLIANCE SCHEME 
WARMED OVER. 


John E. Searles Is Behind It, and the 
Purpose Is to Hold Crops 
and Force Up 
Prices. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—A cotton growers’ 
trust is the latest. It is the old warehouse 
scheme of the Farmers’ Alliance, backed by 
the Sugar Trust interests. Its object is to 
hold the cotton production of this country 
in warehouses in the South in order to en- 
force high prices. 

Two big conventions are being held in 
the South to-day at which the allied cot- 
ton interests will confer with several mil- 
lionaires of the East. One of these con- 
ventions is at Atlanta, embracing repre- 
sentation from all the South A'lantic States. 


The other is held at Dallas, Tex., and the 
cotton interests of the Gulf States will be 
represented. 

John E. Searles, the Sugar Trust million- 
aire, whose interests now are with the 
American Cotton Company, of which he is 
president, will leave to-day for the South 
to advance the scheme. Percy Thompson, 
general manager of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ WareAousing Co., of New 
York, will also leave to-day for the South 
and will reada pase at the Atlanta meet- 
ing. The Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Warehousing Co. is a corporation that 
stands ready to build warehouses through- 
out the South for the farmers’ use. In these 
warehouses the cotton may be stored and 
held until prices go up. 

The plan is to hold the:cotton market 
under complete control.. Planters will take 
their cotton to these warehouses, take a re- 
ceipt gor it, which is negotiable at any 
bank, and thus borrow. enough money to 
pay tnitr debts at the end of the year, or 
enough of their debts to bridge them over 
the settlement period, holding their cotton 
in the warehouse until the cotion mills 
of this country and Europe run short and 
prices go up. 

Such a plan is not new, but it has never 
been practicable before because the farm- 
ers of the South had not enough financial 
backing to carry it out. It was just such 
a plan the Farmers’ Alliance asked the 
United States Government to enforce in 
the ‘“‘sub-treasury warehouse’ scheme, 
which was a political issue in the nationai 
campaign of 1892. 

After much waiting, men with millions 
have come to the front to build the ware- 
houses and advance the money, the plant- 
ers having been too poor to hold their 
cotton heretofore. In nine cases out of 10, 
the crop was pledged to the storekeeper in 
the nearest town to lift a mortgage on the 
mules, cows and other property, and had 
to be rushed off to market all at once. This 
caused the entire cotton crop to be hurled 
into the market within the three months 
of autumn—the harvesting period—so that 
prices went down to a figure below the cost 
of production, working great havoc to the 
planters. 

“What the cotton growers want to do is 
to distribute this great bulk of cotton in 
the market throughout 12 months Instead 
of three,”’ is the way Mr. Searles puts it. 
“This will work better for everybody con- 
cerned in the handling of cotton, particu- 
larly the farmer.”

LONDON, Oct. “4.—The apartments of 
Mrs. Stockwell, widow of a New York jew- 
eler, in the Savoy Hotel, were entered and 
robbed. 

It is understood the culprits secured jew- 
elry valued at 10,000,pounds and bank notes 
and other negotiable currency to the 
amount of 5000 pounds. 

Mrs. Stockwell has been stopping at the 
hotel for some time with a nephew. The 
apartment was entered while they were at 
dinner. On returning to the room Mrs. 
Stockwell found the door locked on the in- 
side. An alarm was raised, and the dgor 
forced. The room was found empty, but it 
had been thoroughly ransacked.

DEFY A STATE 


Kansas Desperadoes Kill Two 
of Their Pursuers. 


500 MEN AFTER THEM. 


TOOK REFUGE ON AN ISLAND IN 
THE MISSOURI. 


They Robbed a Store at Doniphan, 
Killed a Citizen and Policemen, 
Wounded Two Others and 
Have Eluded Capture. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATCHISON, Kan., Oct. 24.—The two ban- 
dits who escaped from an island in the 
Missouri River near here Sunday night, 
whiie being searched for by 300 armed men, 
are still at large with no tangible clew to 
work on. The search for them continues, 
squads of armed men hunting in every di- 
rection: Gov. Stanley has offered $500 re- 
ward for the capture of the men. This 
brings the total reward up to $1000. 

It is believed, from the brief description, 
that the bandits are “Jack’’ Holly and L. 
Priest, two of the three convicts who es- 
caped from the United States penitentiary 
Aug. 2. They were sent to the prison ceme- 
tery to dig a grave and there overpowered 
the guard and took his rifle. 

The two robbers wounded Charles Kuchs, 
a merchant of Doniphan, and killed John 
Braun, a son of Anton Braun, the Doni- 
phan postmaster. In an attempt to capture 
the bandits Policeman Rovert A. Dickerson 
of Doniphan was shot in the arm. The 
robbers got only $10 from Kuchs’ store. 


While the bandits were holding up Kuchs 
at Doniphan Saturday night, the alarm was 
given and citizens rushed out with guns. 
The bandits had attempted to rob Kuchs’ 
store the night before and several of the 
townsmen had loaded guns near at hand. 
Young Braun and John Schaaf were the 
first to arrive. One of the robbers killed 
Braun just as Grace fired two charges from 
a shotgun into the other bandit. He fell, 
but the other stopped in his flight and held 
the crowd at bay with his Winchester rifle. 
He pluckily dragged his companion out of 
sight, occasionally firing to keep the 
townsmen at bay. Presumably the wound- 
ed bandit soon recovered, and the crowd, 
which followed, lost the robbers. 

A hat and handkerchief which served as 
a mask for one of the robbers were found 
where he fell wounded. The handkerchief 
was bloody and it contained a portion of a 
mustache and several teeth. One of the 
robbers evidently had been shot in the face. 

All day Sunday several hundred men 
from Doniphan and Atchison Counties 
searched through the woods for the ban- 
dits. Sunday afternoon Deputy Sheriff 
Sterling Vastol of St. Joseph came to 
Atchison with two bloodhounds. The dogs 
seented the hat the robber left at Doni- 
phan and within a short time had the trail. 


Inside of two hours the dogs revealed the 
hiding place of the:fugitives. They had 
made a barricade of logs behind a pile of 
brush in a swamp which had been an is- 
land in the Missouri River. Fifty men were 
soan on guard. 

A consu.tation was ‘held and it was finally 
decided to storm the bandits’ position, and 
Owen E. Seip, Chief of Police of Atchison, 
with a dozen men, advanced on them from 
the south, while Sheriff Hartman of Atchi- 
son and Sheriff Lorzlere of Doniphan Coun- 
ty led a squad from the north. Ana ex- 
change of shotS was immediately begun, 
which grew more rapid as the attacking 
party advanced. Policeman Dickerson 
aimed at one of the bandéts with a rifle, but 
was shot through the head and killed just 
as his finger went to the trigger. John 
Schaaf was then wounded, and the bandits 
were firing their Winchesters so rapidly 
that both squads retreated in disorder. 

There was great excitement in Atchison 
when the news was received, and the Bur- 
lington ran two special trains to the scene, 
carrying Atchison men with ‘Winchesters. 


After midnight it was discovered that the 
bandits had deserted their position and the 
body of Policeman Dickerson was recovered. 
The marsh where the robbers made their 
stand is densely covered with willows and 
is several square miles in area. The only 
avenue of escape for the bandits was either 
to cross the slough, now almost dried up, 
and get on the Kansas shore, or swim the 
river to the Missouri shore. Fully 30 men 
were stationed at intervals along the slough 
from one end to the other and it was con- 
s.dered impossible for the bandits to escape 
to Kansas without detection. A hundred 
members of the Buchanan County. Mo., 
Protective Association lined the Missouri 
bank of the river all night and saw that 
they di dnot escape by swimming the 
stream. When it was discovered that the 
bandits had deserted their position, an in- 
vesti:gation revealed considerable blood on 
the ground back of the log barricade, and an 
empty cartridge box and a vest. 

Early Monday morning a large number of 
men beat their way through the forest of 
willows and the marsh, but found no trace 
of their men. After daylight a thin column 


portion of the big island just above Atchi- 
son. This would have been investigated ex- 
cept for the fact that a team of horses was 
found to be missing from the barn of W, 
Cummings, a farmer living near Indepen- 
dence Creek, a mile or so from the marsh 
where the robbers made their stand. The 
theory is now advanced that the fugitives 
crept through the line of guards just before 
the moon came up, and, taking the horses, 
made a dash to get out of the country. 

The bandits have in all probability es- 
caped in Cummings’ buggy. drawn by two 
draft horses. The team was put in th 
barn about 11 o’clock. About midnight 
John Ashcraft, a farmer living half a mile 
west of Cummings’ place, saw the rig pass. 
He called to the two occupants and asked 
if the robbers had been captured. No fre- 
sponse came and the horses were going 80 
fast that he got hardiy a glimpse of the 
men. The same buggy Was next seen a few 
miles further west and it also passed Shan- 
non, six miles west of Atchison, at day- 
light. These facts became Known and 4 
posse started in pursuit only a few hours 
behind. Telegrams have been sent every- 
where and it is believed that the men can- 
not escape. 


Before leaving their barricade the rob- 
bers cleaned thelr rifles. Corn was scat- 
tered about the place and they had evi- 
dently been eating. 

The hope of finding them in the marsh 
has not been given up and several hundred 
men are still on the search to-day. The 
bandits seem to have provided themselves 
with plenty of ammunition and they are 
cool and accurate in the use of their Win- 
chesters. 

The body of Policeman Dickerson was 
brought to town. He leaves a wife and 
six children. Policeman Dickerson was a 
veteran officer and once in a fight with 
burglars killed one and captured the other 

The bloodhounds are still used in trail- 
ing the bandits. Capt. E. P. Green, late 
of the Atchison company of the Twenty- 
second Kansas Volunteers, is at the head 
of a posse composed principally of his for- 
mer company, and is scouring the woods 
north of town. The country for many 
miles around seems to be searching for the 
bandits, whose identity remains a mystery. 

Coolness has characterized every move 
made by the bandits, and they have showed 
wonderful craftiness.

than that period to be taken as equity al- 
lows under international law. 

That, as a condition precedent to and ab- 
solutely preliminary to arbitration, Skagua 
and Dyea would be conceded to the United 
States without further claim if Canada re- 
ceived Pyramid Harbor. 

In other words, Canada gives up much of 
the disputed gold country in return for a 
seaport, but stipulates that she must get 
the latter before she agrees to arbitrate 
the boundary line.
